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HALLEY'’S COMET. 


A Magnificent Celestial Visitor—Mis 
conceptions Regarding its Attend- 
ing Phenomena Corrected. 

SY WILLIAM H. KNIGHT. 

A paragraph relating to the tai! of 
Halley's comet, credited to Astronomer 
Prank E. Seagrave of the Observatory 
at Providence, R. I, has had currency 
im the newspapers. He correctly states 
that the earth will probably plunge 
through the tail of that comet about 
May 18, 1910, bat greatly exaggerates 
the effect which will be produced and 
Witnessed by observers on the earth. 
Prof. Seagrave says: “When the 
earth rushes through the tail of the 
comet, the sphere we inhabit will sus- 
tain a shower of star dust. This earth 
is likely to pick up a vast quantity 
of the comet's materia!. But the dust 
will settle imperceptibly down through 
the atmosphere. Perhaps it may cause 

electrical disturbance.” 

The writer of that paragraph has a 
Wrong conception of the nature of a 
comet's tail. According to the latest 
views of astronomers who are accepted 
an authorities on this subject, comets 
PPS consist of a loose aggregation of mete-

But when the comet approaches the 
neighborhood of the sun, these frozen 
gases are reconverted into their nor- 
Mal gaseous condition. undergoing a 
rapid and violent expansion, attended 
no doubt with fierce chemical action, 
and perhaps setting up strong electri- 
eal currents throughout the interior of 
the comet. The play of these forces 
produces an intense commotion among 
the meteoritic bodies composi the 
comet, a phenomenon frequently re- 
vealed by the telescope. This agitation 
has the effect to abrade and grind the 
loose particles as they are thrown with 
violence against each other, causing 
their complete disintegration. 

Now the ultimate molecules of mat- 
ter are so infinitesimally smai)] that a 


could not be detected by the most pow- 
erful microscope. But if there were 
; & good many millions of these mole- 
cules streami in one direction 
through space y would in the ag- 
gsregate become faintly visible. 

Now the sun's rays exert a measur- 
able force, which force tends to drive 
the body receiving the impact away 
from the sun. But there is a counter 
force—that of the attraction of gravi- 
tation, which tends to draw the same 
~~ toward the sun. The result of 
forces depends upon the superficial area 
of the body acted upon as compared to 
its mass. If the mass is not greater 
than that of a moiecule, and it hap- 
pens to be thr out by ‘the internal 
commotion of the comet to its per- 
iphery, ¢he impact of the sun's 
will drive it with enormous 
“ut into distant space. 

If there are thousands of millions 
of these dissociated molecules thus 
friven away from the head of the 
comet, they wil] become faintly visible 
and constitute the comet's tail. 
though there are enough of these mole- 
cules in the aggregate streaming away 
from the periphery of the comet's 
— to make them faintly visible in 


gossame: tail, yet the molecules 
are actually widely separated from 
each other. from one to forty miles

When the earth through the 
tall of the great comet of 1861, no one 
but astronomers knew that anything 
Wnusual had happened, though after 
their attention was called to the cir- 
cumstance, a few persons remembered 
that they had perceived a faint rosy 
giow in the atmosphere. 

For these reasong there can be no 
such thing ag a meteoric shower or a 
deposition of star dust when the earth 
rushes t the tail of Halley's 

t comet in May next. will 
spectacie of that nature. But 
we may co’ fidently look for a magnifi- 
Gent exhibition of the phenomena at- 
tending the approach of a great comet 
to its periphelion passage round the 
sun at a point midway between that 
body and the earth, where it will be 
subjected to the fiery furnace of his 
‘rays. And when it recedes from the 
sun it will make an unusually close 
eae to the earth—about 13,000,000 
mi ving the inhabitants of every 
country on the globe an opportunity 
to witness one of the grandest celes- 
thal spectacies ever presented for hu- 
man contemplation. 

Just seventy-four years ago—before 
the present generation was born, Hal- 
camet came from distant space 
to its perihelion, at the precise date 
predicted by astronomers, and after 
sweeping round the sun with a velocity 
of thirty-five miles per second, syed 
off again to a point in the outer regions 
of the solar system 300,000,000 miles be- 
yond the planet Neptune, where, in 

4, it was creeping along at the rate 
only three miles per second. There 
it turned back, and has since been ad- 
¥ towards us with ever-increas- 
ing velocity till. it is now but a few 
million miles beyond the orbit of

Explore Atlantic Depths. 

Sir John Murray, Dr. Johan Hort, 
Prof. Gran, Dr. Holland-Hansen, and 
Mr. Koefoed, are among the members 
of a Norwegian expedi that will 
devote four months :to exploration 
of the deepest part of the Atlantic 
sea-floor. The purpose of the forth- 
coming cruise of the Michael Sars is 
to try in the great ocean the new 
methods and instruments which have 
been developed within the past few 
years, especially during the interna- 
tional fishery explorations. It is be-

THE ALASKAN ICE BEDS. 


Recent Discoveries Have Changed the 
Original Belief Regarding the 
Old ice Cap. 

{Correspondence Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch.| At first. when the white men 
salled along the dreary shores of Alas- 
ka and saw the biue-green ice beneath 
the soll they said it was a part of the 
old icé-cap that covered the world 
Curing the gtacial period and it it 
go ct that. This sounded scientific 
and was duly recorded in the text 
buvolks. But recent diseéverkes show 
t this pseudo-scientific explanation 
tic phenomenon is 

of. satisfying the 
inquisitive mied as is the old. Eski- 
mo myth about the great Omelik who 
rose in his rage at the sea, which had 
killed bis son, and tossed the hills up- 
on its floating ice field and thus drove 
it far from his igtoo. ' 

While theories are convenient at 
times; the theory that these ice fields, 
which during the few short months of 
Arctic summer are covered with gaudy 
flowers, are parts of the old glacier 
that is supposed to have scored and 
scraped the whole northern half of the 
continent, does not fit the facts that 
have come to light during the past 


ear. 

It has been found by digging into 
hundreds of these ice beds that they 
are not all alike. Some of them are 
a conglomeration of detached ice 
blocks. sand and snow. Some of them 
are clearly great snow banks that have 
filled some valley or driffed over some 
cliff and been nicely and neatly cov- 
ered with drifting sand to a sufficient 
depth to prevent melting under the 
sloping rays of the summer sun.. Pres- 
sure and other causes have quite solidi- 
fied thie underground snow, and until 
it.is dug into it pasees for rea) giacia!

PARIS, Dec. 15.—The advisability o* 
extending to all #srench mothers the 
assurance of financial support, ic be- 
ing considered by some of the state»- 
men of . Theveaders in Partlia- 
ment are searching for a means to 
check the rapid decrease in population.

The complement to Hamlet, the 
philosopher-skeptic, is the happy, sen- 
sucus lover Orsiro, and when these 
two seeming antitheses are untied there 


so the easiest end surest way to get 
at Shakespeare is to take Hamlet and 
deepen in him those peculiarities which 
we find in Orsino. This is an excel- 
lent example of the author's method 
of proving his case; when plain quo- 
tations will not prove the thesis he 
jumbles several characters together, 


But quite apart from the value of 
Mr. Harris's thesis or hypothesis it 
must be recognized that the book is 
undoubtediv a notaBle addition to the 
reams of literature already existent 
concerning the greatest English dram- 
atist. Through the medium of “The 
Man Shakespeare,” the student of the 
Elizabethan poet and playwright may 
gain an insight into the real tragedy 
of Shakespeare's life and his love for 
the wanton “gypsy.”

AUL VERLAINE, confihed in his 
P ec in the prison at Mons, wrote 
to his mother “Let Lepelietier de- 
fend my reputation. He is able te clear 
what will seon be my meniory. I re- 
ly upon him to make me knpwn as I 
was in reality when I am no longer 
here.” Mr, Edmond Lepelletier thus 
lays claim to particular qualifications 
for the task of writing the biography 
of the somewhat erratic genius who, 
in the midst of life spent in the drink- 
ing shops of Paris, wrote poetty which 
was the beginning of a new school 
in France.

Hundreds the poet's letters 
to his friend are pvblished, which 
show us that, although more generally 
known as a poet, as the founder of-the 
“decadent™ school of French verse, 
Verlaine was no mean writer of prose, 
He delighted in writing short, snappy 
sketches of men and thi ge. 
It Is Inevitable that ¢ book of this 
nature should have its faults when 
judged from a purely literary stand- 
point. It is obviously a one-sided de-. 
fense of the erratic poet, and Is almost: 
entirely lacking in criticism. Tt gives,’ 
nevertheless, a delightfully interesting | 
insight Into Parisian Ife during the 
last days of the empire, and during 
and after the Commune. Not the least 
interesting chapter In the book is that 
partly devoted to Mme. Nina de Callis 
—the plump, vivacious, attractive lit- 
tle woman who left behind her a well- 
deserved reputation for eccentricity, 
daring ami free-handed hospitality 
during the last days of the empire.

ALCOHOLISM AS 
CRIME SOURCE. 


There are some striking deductions 
in an address by Dr. Arthur MacDon- 
ald, of Washington, honorary ,presi- 
dent of the third international] congress 
of criminal anthropology, relative to 
aicoholism and inebriety, delivered at 
@ recent meeting of «the American 
Medical Association for the Study of 
Inebriety and Narcotics. By way of 
introduction Dr. MacDonald stated that 
if whisky is given to an ‘American 
Indian he soon acts like a crazy man, 
being unaccustomed to the use of al- 
cohol. On the other hand the Latin 
races are so accustomed to the use of 
alcoho! that drunkenness is at @ mini- 
mum, while the modern American, 
standing midway between the maxi- 
mum susceptibility of the American 
Indian and the minimum susceptibii- 
ity of the Latin races, is in a danger- 
ous position if ‘he uses alcohol. Dr. 
MacDonald holds that the Americans 
need stimulants less, perbaps, than 
any other civilized people, because the 
American” Glimate -and the American 
life, with its changeableness, uncer- 
tainty and haste, are stimulants suffi- 
cient without adding artificial ones; 
hence, the safest course for the Amer- 


Dr. MacDonald spent several years 
on the European, continent, where he 
studied the slums of large cities and

An investigation 
of crime and alcoholism ordered by 
the Minister of Justice in France 
showed that violence was a special 
characteristic of crime from drunk- 
enness, such as assaults and immo 
brutiaity, and that alcohol waq an 
important factor in crimes of the 
greatest gravity. It was also a factor 
in rebellion against authority. This 
investigation also showed that “alco- 
holism flourishes in the wretched 
squalor of the poor; goes into the sa- 
loon and by subterraneous passages 
divides and emerges unto the hospital. 
the prison cell and the morgue. It 
compromises the future of the sace, 
ruins families and becomes & perma- 
nent cause for crime.” A still further 
part is played by Alcoholism in that it 
creates in the individual a morbid con- 
dition, often predisposing to 
crime without visible Mdication, and 
thus escaping notice. Investigations 
in Belgium, Germany, Sweden and 
Switzerland gave results of similar 


The conclusion reached by Dr. Mac- 
Donald, as.a result of his searching 
inquiry in many countries, is that it is 
better to forego the social, intellectual 
or physical pleasure from any luxury 
or non-necessity than to aid in the 
physical, moral or social ruin of a 
fellow being.

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TAKING OFF THE BANDAGES. 


REFORM ON Foot AMONG THE WOMEN 


OF CHINA. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


ANKING.—The new woman promises to be a live 
figure in the future of China. Today she is practi- 
cally a slave in the hands of her husband or father, 
with few rights that men are bound to respect, She is 
a cripple, hobbling about on bound feet. If she is rich 
and high-class, she is not allowed to go on the streets, 
and if poor she works in the flelds and does all sorts of 
drudgery. The average Chinese girl is uneducated and 
not one woman in a hundred can read and write. The 


plore of bound 


new China is to be full of girls’ schools, its girls’ feet 
are to be allowed their natural growth and its women 
are to take their part in the work of the world. Girls 
are already employed in the telephone offices of Hong- 
kong and Shanghai. They are teaching everywhere in 
the kindergartens and primary schools, and medical col- 
leges have been established to fit them for trained nurses 
and doctors. The Viceroy of Wuchang has a school in 
which the boys and girls study together, and the same 
is true of Tuan Fang, the Viceroy of Nanking. There 
are several large girls’ schools in Peking, and one of the 
Manchu princesses, a member of the imperial family, 
has established a girls’ school in Mongolia. All ~ 
missionary establishments are now teaching girls, 

the demand for educated women as wives is far greater 
than the supply. | 


The Anti-Footbinding Movement. 


The sentiment against binding the feet is very rapidly 
growing. The great Empress Dowager sent out an edict 
shortly before her death denouncing the custom, and 
advising all the girls and women of the empire to do 
away with it. Chang Chi Tung has written an article on 
the subject, and before he died, Li Hung Chang =<dvised 
that the custom be discontinued. Many of the viceroys 
and governors have sent out proclamations: favoring 
the abolition of footbinding, and a number of societies 
have been started in the different provinces in favor of 
the natural foot for all women. In all the girls’ schools 
the government regulations provide that the pupils must 
come with their feet unbound, and a system of gym- 
nastic exercises has been instituted which are impos- 
sible for a crippled-foot pupil. In talking last night 
with one of the high officials of Nanking, I was told that 
foot binding would soon disappear, and that the senti- 
ment against it is rapidly growing. The man I refer to 
was educated in the United States. Said he: 


“I have two daughters, and one is 19 years old. 
Neither have bound feet. The same is true of many 
well-to-do girls in my city, and especially so with the 
children of high officials all over the empire. The edict 
of the Empress Dowager had a wonderful effect. It has 
made the big foot respectable, and the ordinary Chinese 
parent will give up the custom as soon as he finds his 
daughters can get husbands without. it.” 


I talked last night with a Chinese official, who is 


worth $10,000,000 or more. He tells me that none of | 


his women are binding their feet, and believes that the 
practice will gradually disappear. 
The Big-Footed Manchu. 


As it is now, foot binding is confined to the Chinese. 
The Manchus, who are the reigning family of this em- 
pire, have never bound their feet, and the great Em- 
press Dowager and all the court ladies of Peking have 
feet which are less pinched than those of the average 
American belle. They wear shoes of silk and satin 
beautifully embroidered, and when they go visiting, 
have gorgeous slippers with heels in the center of the 
sole about two inches high. The average Chinese 


woman has naturally a beautiful foot, and the same is | 


true of the Manchu. It is smaller than that of the Cau- 
casian, and the instep is usually such that water could 
run under it without touching the skin. So far, I have 
seen none which corresponds with the old darky song 
about his sweetheart: 
“And de hollow ob her foot makes a hole in de groun’.” 
The Chinese women were binding their feet when the 
Manchus came in, and tae men then wore long hair all 
over their heads. The manchus compelled them to shave 
their heads, excepting tne pigtail as a sign of servitude, 
and before long the practice became so popular that they 
adopted it themselves. It was different with the bind- 
ing of the feet. The Tartars have always denounced it, 
and several of the emperors of the past have tried to 
abolish it. The custom among the Chinese began, it is 
said, more than a thousand years ago, having been in- 
troduced by an empress, who had goat's feet covered 
with hair, and whe. bandaged them, and thus set the 
fashion. She clothed them in yellow satin and they 
came to be known as golden lilies, which is the term 
for the celestial crippled tootsie-wootsie of today. Of 
course the people did not know of the deformity. They

At any rate, 
the custom of the binding of the feet came into vogue, 
and to this day it is common. 


How a Bound Foot Looks, 


No one who has not seen a golden lily with the ban- 
dages off can appreciate how one of these deformed Chi- 
nese feet looks. In the satin shoe embroidered with 
gay silk or silver and gold it is more like a stuffed club 
than a foot. The big toe only rests on the ground, and 
the size of the foot is measured by this rather than the 
full length of the foot. I know of one woman who has 
a foot so small that she can stand on a silver dollar and 
the sole will not come outside of the edges. wife 
of one of the Viceroys has feet an inch and 
long, and the favorite concubine of another 
inch long and half an inch wide. 
bound foot is not over two inches in diameter where 
it rests on the ground. 


Taking off the bandages, one sees that the part of the 
foot which touches the ground is never more than the 
toe and the heel, and often only the toe. The binding is 
done se that the foot is crushed out of shape. The in- 
step is thrown up and the toe and the heel tied together, 
while the other four toes are bent under the foot in the 
crack between them. It is very difficult to see a Chi- 
nese girl’s foot unbound, but I once had the opportunity 
to examine one. It was in a hospital, and I posed as a 
consulting physician. The patient was a high-class girl 
of 16 who had sprained her ankle, and she had taken off 
the bandages to allow the doctor to dress it. Her leg 
was not swollen, but the foot to me was a horrible sight. 
The four small toes had almost grown into the sole and 
there was a crack about three inches deep where the 
heel and big toe came together. I could have slipped a 
silver dollar into that crack and the flesh would have 
hidden it. The skin over the instep was as rough as 
though it had been chafed with the cold, and it was 
crackled and sore. The girl’s leg was bare half-way to 
the knee. It looked like a pipestem, or rather a base- 


ball club. It had no calf, and the doctor told me that 


the small feet throw the muscles of that part of the 
leg Into disuse, and that the leg below the knee is 
straight to the ankle.

Exporting Hydraulic Power. 

The government of Denmark proposes to carry’ out’ 
with the aid of its engineers the following plan: Upon 
the southern shore of the Sund is found the old city of 
Helsingborg, not far from which the Lagu rushes down 
from an elevated plateau over a stretch of about thirty 
kilometers. A fall of 100 meters is situated not more 
than two kilometers from the mouth of the Lagu. It is 
at this point and for the purpose of using this impor- 
tant natural motive force that it has been decided to 
establish a hydro-electric plant, transmitting its current 
(first relay.) The submarine cables 
traversing the Sund permit the distribution of the elec- 
tric energy produced in Sweden over the territory of Den- 
mark. The island of Seland, in which is found the 
Danish capital, will be the first to benefit by this in- 
stallation, which will be easily carried out, for 
between Helsingborg (Sweden) and Helsing&ér (Den- 
mark) the arm of the sea is very narrow, not aore 
than five kilometers wide; due to this circumstance the 
work necessary for the establishment of the submarine 
cables does not present any insurmountable difficul- 
ties.—({La Nature. 


First Coal Mine. 

The first bituminous coal mined in the United States, 
states the United States Geological Survey, was taken 
from what is usually termed the Richmond Basin, a 
small area in the southeastern portion of Virginia, near 
the city of Richmond. . 

This basin is situated on the eastern margin of the 
Piedmont plateau, thirteen miles above tidewater, on 
the James’ River. It lies in Goochland, Henrico, Pow- 
hatan apd Chesterfield counties. | 

The coal beds are rauch distorted, and the coal is of 
rather low grade when compared with that from other 
districts with which it has to come into competition. 
The occurrence of coal was known in the Richmond 
Basin as early as 1700, and in 1789 shipments were 
made to some of.the northern States. 

In 1822 the production amounted to 48,215 gross tons. 
At present what little coal is produced in this field is 
for local consumption only.—[Scientific American.

The lowly stable, the Wise 
Men offering gifts, the actual Star in the East were 
real to the people in that day, in a sense that can hardly 
be understood in this material age. The times were 
essentially imaginative. People saw the steps of fairies 
in the rings of blighted grass. The devout believed, as 
Milton believed long after, in spiritual presences all 
about them. What wonder, then, that, in the quiet, 
starlit night, the carol singers, wandering homeward, 
almost fancied they heard, in the sough of the wind 
among the trees, the rush of angels’ wings, as the celes- 
tial messenger chanted, far up and out of sight: “Glory 
to God in the highest!” 

“With folded hands, in stoles of white, 

On sleeping wings they sail.” 

For Christmas was ushered in invariably by carol 
singers. The custom has now disappeared, almost en- 
tirely, even in England. As evening drew on the picked 
singers of the vicinage, both men and women, came to- 
gether and, going from house to house, 
til long after midnight. Many of these 
extant, the oldest being a Norman one of the thirteenth 
century, of which the following is the first stanza: 

“Lordilings, listen to our lay— 
We have come from far away, 
To seek Christmas. 

In this mansion we are told 


May joy come from God above, 
To all those wo Christmas love.” 
Sometimes the music was wholly vocal. Sometimes 

a viol accompanied the voices. Sometimes there were 
musical instruments of every variety known. But the 
carol in the main depended for its success on the voices; 
and wisely, for vocal music was as universally culti- 
vated in England then as in Germany now. This carol 
singing was a beautiful custom, and might be revived 
to advantage if not abused. Fancy the long prolonged 
notes rising and falling melodiously on the night’ air 
and dying away at last in the distance as if seraphic 
choirs echoed them from heaven.

What may have happened in the cafion since the build- 
ing of the road is a mystery. An earthquake shook 
Southern California in the first decade of the nineteenth 
century. San Juan Capistrano is a mute witness to the 
force of the temblor. It is possible that the old road 
may have slipped down some opening between the wall 
of the hogsback and the mountain—through which the 
stream partly forces its way at present—and the chasm 
was filled up by some movement of the mountainside 
during the temblor. It seems most reasonable to sup- 
pose that the road did follow the course of the stream 
through some narrow chasm in the hogsback, but it 
took modern dynamite and lots of it to again force a 
passage through the gigantic obstacle. 

The old inhabitants of the cafion say the road looked 
just the same at the time of their coming into the

Less MADE OF CHRISTMAS AND & 
MorRE OF NEW YEAR THAN HERE.

HE Christmas holidays are in the air in Paris long 
before they actually begin, but there is less made 
of Christmas Day than of the first of January. The 
celebration of the former is essentially a family affair, 
while the latter has a wider-reaching significance. 
There are no preparations in the churches for Christ- 
mas Eve, such as we are accustomed to in America, no 
special decorations or entertainments of any kind, ex- 
cept the “messe de minuit,” the midnight mass, sung 
at a few of the largest churches. Before the separation 
of church and state, the singing of the Christmas mass 
was a very pretentious affair in such churches as St. 
Eustace and St. Roche; but the churches are poorer 
now and cannot afford to engage as expensive singers 
as in other days. It is still given each year, though, 
and very beautifully when not compared with former 
times, but, like every other public entertainment in 
Paris, is accompanied by most trying conditions. In 
order to obtain a seat one must buy a ticket ahead of 
time, for three or five francs (60 cents to $1,) but with- 
out the privilege of reserving a seat, and the ticket 
holder must be on hand by 10:30 p.m. or he may find 
all the places taken, there being no limit to the number

of tickets for sale. As mass does not begin until 11:30 
p.m., that is rather a long wait in an ancient atmos- 
phere, and furthermore, prevents doing anything elise 
of interest during the evening. After mass comes the 
or midnight banquet, a long-established fes- 
tive custom. For this the great restaurants and cafés 
are at their gayest, open all night, and filled with par- 
ties who prefer to banquet there than at their homes. 
But it is also a great custom to hold the “réveille” at 
home with friends, and feast until 2 or 3 in the morning. 

The French Christmas customs in the family are be- 
coming more and more like ours in America, especially 
since the introduction of the Christmas tree. It is quite 
customary now for families in which there are several 
children to have a tree, often a large one, for the pres- 
ents. But these gifts are only from members of the 
| family; those from friend to friend are always reserved 
| for the New Year. The Christmas “superstition” both 
differs from and resembles our own..« The children place 
their shoes before the “cheminée” (there are always fire- 
places in the French houses and apartments,) and be- 
lieve that it is the infant Christ who fills them with 
gifts—or, in some cases, that the “pére Noél,” or Father 
Christmas, who corresponds to our St. Nick, sent by the 


| holy child, brings them. 


Outside of the home there is nothing doing on Christ- 


| mas Day. The first day of New Year, on the contrary, 


} is full of activity, and of a sort so wearying that by 
most Parisians it is accounted the most disagreeable 
day in the year, and one to run away from if it were 
possible. Every one from the servants and concierge 
to the least individual in one’s employ, expects a money 
gift, and the amount which some families are obliged to 
dispense in this way is a fright. Furthermore, every- 
thing is at a fabulous price that day. Only the very rich 
or very foolish attempt to take a cab, flowers cost their 
weight in diamonds, and restaurant prices are double 
and treble, to say nothing of the enormous tips ex- 
pected. 

All gifts between friends are exchanged on New 
Year's, and many calls made. This, too, comes hard on 
a man who is, for example, an employé, for he is ex- 
pected to pay his respects to all his superiors in busi- 
ness position. If one has on his list of acquaintances 
any old people he is duty-bound to make each one a call 
also. So that, for the majority, it is a day dreaded in 
advance and ended with relief. 

The churches have no special services for the New 
Year. The midnight watch service held in some of our 
Protestant churches has its counterpart in the one on 
Christmas Eve. But friends often watch the old year 
out, and toast the New Year and each other in cham- 


pagne. 
The “grands magazins,” or great department stores of 


| Paris, are not unlike our own in their pre>arations for 


the holiday season. Everything is arranged to attract 
the eye of gift hunters. Much space is devoted to toys 
which seem of a more worthless character than our own! 
In front of the great open staircase in the Bon Marché 
there is generally an enormous contrivance with wax 
figures, moving to an accompaniment of music(?) which 
penetrates to the farthest extremities of the store. When 
in motion an immense crowd of curious and admiring 
onlookers pack the stairway in front of it, enjoying the 
intellectual] treat! In other stores, phonographs play 
constantly. The Printemps and Gallerie du Louvre have 
huge trees, heavily loaded and lighted, which reach to 
their domes—and these are very pretty. “Peace on 
earth, good-will toward men” is indicated by a profuse 
array of penants of all nations. Great masks and false 
figures are a favorite article for decoration. The 
French think their stores a marvel at this season, but 
for beauty, they do not equal those of our own big cities, 
and certainly do not touch the artistic effects of, for ex- 
ample, Marshall Field & Co., in Chicago. 

About a week before Christmas, the Grands Boulevards 
are converted into a regular street fair by the great 

number of “petites boutiques du jour de l’an”—tempo-. 
rary wooden booths hardly as large as the smallest 
garage, filled, mostly, with cheap New Year's gifts for 

children. 

The sojourner who expects to see a great deal that is 
interesting in Paris during the bolidays is doomed to 

disappointment. There is very little to see, tor any 

added gaiety in. the lives of the people is not visible from 

without, and it all depends on the circle of one’s own 

acquaintance whether Christmas is gay or dull, a home- 


sick or an interesting day.

THE ENGADINE AND THE ITALIAN LAKES 
MORE EASILY VISITED.

IME was, and not so very long ago, when Switzer- 
land, outside of the sophisticated glories of Geneva 
and Lucerne, was a country for the hardy, a place

Geneva is at its best in June, when the spring rains 
have washed the air and the high peaks stand out 
against the sky, their winter mantles as yet unmelted 
and all their contours softly rounded by the snowdrifts. 
Geneva itself is, truth to tell, rather a dull town, thor- 
oughly modernized and with but little to recommend it 
but the extreme beauty of its location and the delight- 
ful steamer excursions up and down the lake; but with 
the heights of the Bernese Oberland in plain sight, lur- 
ing one on to the high valleys, a few days irre suffi- 
cient to spend in Geneva. At first, Switzerland seems 
to present a bewildering array of attractions and tours; 
shall it be Zermatt and the Matterhorn, or shall one go 
to Chamonix, make the “tour of Mont Blanc,” viewing 
the giant of Europe from all points of the compass, 
swinging aside to take in the St. Bernard, and finishing 
up with the lovely vale of Aosta? Or shall it be La- 
cerne, the “Forest Cantons,” Bel Alp, or Grindelwald? 

For a walking tour, picturesque Appenzell is delight- 
ful. Here is the real Switzerland of the canned-milk 


advertisements; all grassy slopes, distant snow peaks, 


cows, chalets and dairy maids, even though the latter

German and Italian tourists—but few French seem to 
_ penetrate Switzerland—have not yet come, or have al- 

ready flown to the lowlands, filling the station at Basel 
with their polyglot chatter. 


The real way to see Switzerland—at any rate for a 
man not too advanced in years—is by a walking, or 
rather, a leisurely rambling tour; by arranging one’s 
itinerary to include the fashionable resorts before, or 
after, the high tide of the season, and by retreating to 
the less frequented, but picturesquely beautiful, valleys 
of Appenzell or Glarus during July and August, one 
can still go without being burdened with fourteen trunks, 
and even have a balance left on one’s letter of credit. 

The two great gateways to Switzerland are Geneva and 
Basle, for those arriving from the north and west, with 
Milan, over the borders of Italf, as the receiving and 
distributing center for those coming from the south. A 
little tour in Switzerland is apt to upset one’s precon- 
ceived notions of political geography. He finds that 
Mont Blanc is in France, that of the great Swiss lakes 
of Geneva and Zurich only a comparatively small part 
is really Swiss, the rest being French and German re- 
spectively, that of the Italian lakes quite a considerable 
portion is behind the Swiss frontier, and that much of 
Italy, the “land where the citron tree blooms,” is cov- 
ered with perpetual glacier and snow. | 


For many points, the Italian route is the shortest and

streets, where the little low-browed shops elbow the 
roadway, and the sidewalks pass over their roofs, shaded 
from sun and rain by the heavy cornices of the houses; 
for sheer quaintness Thun can rival even Nuremburg, 
while it far surpasses it for beauty of situation. 


Some of the smaller towns on the shores of the Lake 
of Lucerne are excellent starting-places for exploring 
trips on foot into the valleys of Schwyz, and on the lake 
one can revel to his heart’s content in the picture-postal 
romanticism of Tell’s Chapel, forest-clad slopes and 
blue waters—that is, if it is not raining, for Lucerne 
keeps up its reputation as the wettest place in Switzer- 


land. But the seeker after bracing climates, the tonic 
of high altitudes and keen winds direct from the gla- 
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name conjures up visions of villas, terraces, moonlight 
and mandolins, but one finds it a stern and silent little 
mountain tarn, girt round with precipices, and with a 
glacier in the immediate vicinity. 

It is Maloja that guards the head of the pass, and one 
of the most beautiful views in the valley is that of Ma- 
_loja, with the huge, white bulk of its palace-like Kur- 
| gaal and the old castle on the hill behind it, as seen 
from across the Silser See. 

Passing Maloja, the road immediately begins to de- 
_seend to the Val Bregagiia, and in a couple of hours one 
is in a different region. The Arolla pines, those stern 
ascetics of trees that disdain the softer side of things 
and flourish only in the bleakest spots, disappear, chest- 
nuts begin to take their place and brambies to creep 
over the rocks. A few miles more, and a peach orchard 

| borders the roadside, a village straggles down the slope, 
its houses no longer roofed with stone rlabs to with- 
stand the weight of the winter snows, but even taking 
la little of outdoors into their arrangements. Then a 
patch of corn waves its tassels, grapevines fling their 
tendrils over anything that will support them. There 
are fig trees in the gardens and a few prickly pears and 
century plants. The people have changed, too; their 
speech is full of liquid vowels, their skins have dark- 
ened and their families increased, to judge from the 
hordes of dirty children that swarm in the mud of the 
village streets. 

At last, at Chiavenna, we emerge into Italy, actually 
as well as politically. Here are streets arcaded against 
the sun, a market-place gay with chattering groups, and 
stalls full of bright-colored vegetables, bics of draperies, 
or more likely, family garments, hang from the win- 
dows, and heavy cornices cast a needed shade. At Chia- 
venna, the railroad begins, and it whirls one down a hot, 
stony valley, filled with a boulder-strewn “wash” that 
seems positively homelike to a Californ‘an, and finally 
lands one at Colico, on the famous Lake of Como. 

It is a pity that the name “Como” is so unfortunately 
' mear the word “chremo.” There is just sufficient truth 

in the slur “Lake of Chromo” to make it hit hard, and 
one of the loveliest of natural scenes suffers for the sins 
of the commercial] artist. It is difficult to write entirely 
naturally of Como. Memories of Claude Melnotte’s ba- 
thos, “and all the air is heavy with the scent of orange 
groves. Dost like the picture, love?” rise up and stop 
one’s enthusiastic raptures, and on the other side it is 
sO easy to be cynical and contemptuously dub it “theat- 
rical.” Perhaps the best thing is to frankly let Como 
have its way with us and poultice the latent sentiment 
from one’s pen. Such a magnificent stage setting—and 
it is impossible to regard it as anything else—deserves a 
_ touch of romance. 

When one is in a country where white pergolas, 
wreathed in yellowing vines, stand out against the biue 
of sky and water, where pink villas, set in gardens that 
are marvels of landscape art, perch on forested slopes, 
where marble steps and balustrades are mirrored in the 
still lake, and everywhere is a riot of color and bloom, 
with distant views of the snows between the trees, one 
feels like giving the reins to his verbiage and telling 
just the way it is. 

If the most picturesque portions of Pasadena and the 
foothill region were collected and placed around a 
lake, intensely blue, narrow and winding, with the Sierra 
Madres behind it and Old Baldy, perpetually snow- 
crowned and multiplied by twenty, as the background, 
one would have a fair picture of Como. But even then 
one would miss the forests of chestnuts, the bright 
touches of color in the dress of the people, and that 
wonderful soft Italian atmosphere that mellows every- 
thing with a pale, blue haze, without in any way ob- 
structing the range of vision. 

For twenty centuries Como has been a favorite resort 
for the wealth and culture of Europe. It was Pliny the 
elder, who afterward perished with Pompeii, that first 
made it famous, and the sites of his villas, “Comedy” 
and “Tragedy” can still be traced at Bellaggio and the 
opposite shore. 

Perhaps October is the best month for the lakes. 
Then the vines are changing color, the chestnuts are 
turning red and brown and the poplars shoot up like 
tall spires of yellow flame while the days follow in an 
uninterrupted succession of golden sunlight. But the 
Orange groves, which the Lady of Lyons thought so 
wonderful, are just a joke, that is, to any one who really 
knows about such things; except in a few exceptionally 
favored spots, the trees have to be boxed up every win- 
ter with straw coverings to withstand the cold, and 
they look it. We never tasted their fruit. It seemed 
too much like taking a mean advantage of weakness to 
masticate such pale undersized productions after hav- 
ing been accustomed to the sturdy, red-gold fruit of 
our California groves. 

As a winter resort, Como is a failure; better the steam 
heat of the hotels at St. Moritz or Davos, with their 
double-sashed windows and the glittering world of snow 
and frost outside, than the rheumatic chill of Bellaggio 
during its winter weeks of rain and cutting winds. But 
in the early fall, when the whole landscape swims in 
that delicate haze that softens the distances and blends 


the whole vista of blue lake, vine-clad slopes, red-and- |. 


gold forests and white towns into an exquisite pastel of 
theatrical beauty, then Como is probably unequaled 
anywhere. A. 8. C. 


Where Cloves Come from. 

The principal source of the world’s clove supply is 
Zanzibar and the neighboring island of Pemba, East 
Africa. A ten-year-old plantation should produce 
twenty pounds of cloves to the tree. Trees of twenty 
years frequently produce upward of one hundred pounds 
each. Besides the buds, the stems are gathered and 
form an article of commerce, commanding one-fifth the 
price of cloves and having about the same percentage 
of strength. To this is due the fact that ground cloves 
can be bought at a lower price than the whole cloves.

KINDRED OF THE WILD. 


NEWFOUNDLAND MAN SAYS ESKIMO Dogs RE- 
TAIN CHARACTERISTICS OF THE WOLF. 


[Judge Prowse, in London Stand-:d:] In a recent 
issde of the Times a correspondent, who is both a 
skilled naturalist and an attractive writer (a rare combi- 
nation,) descants on the affinity between the dog, the 
fox, and the wolf. I can bear testimony to the truth of 
his statements about the affinity between the wolf and 
the Eskimo dog. 


For generations the dog has been trained by the Es- 
kimos, chiefly by the women, and taught to haul a sledge 
in winter. The Hudson Bay Company's agents and 
the settlers on the coast of Labrador vie with each 
other in getting together splendid teams. One woud 
naturally suppose that dogs of this kind, so long 
trained, and associated with men, would become more 
or less domesticated, and lose their original savage cbar- 
It is, however, quite otherwise. The Eskimo 
dog of today is still a pure, unmitigated savage. Like 
his congener, the wolf, he always hunts in packs. Quite 
recently an Eskimo, with his wife and child, was mak- 
ing a journey with his team to a near-by settlement. 
On his way, the driver became ill and weak, and quite 
unable td contro! his team. The dogs turned on them, 
and devoured the whole family. 


An old resident at Labrador told me that one winter's 
evening he was sitting reading when he heard a furious 
barking among his dogs outside. Fighting among 
pack was so common that he took no notice of the 
turbance. Next morning the cause of the row was 


house for medicine for her sick child. She stumbled 
over the heap of snow near the dvor. The pack sprang 
on her, and some rags and bones discovered next morn- 
ing told the tale of her tragic fate. 

The Newfoundiand fishermen often bring home these 
Eskimo dogs from Labrador. They invariably turn out 
sheep killers, and the cross-bred ones have all the same 
savage instinct. They have been known to kill a score 
or more sheep in one night, all being found with their 
throats torn, but not one eaten. It is simply the savage 
lust for blood. The early settlers in Newfoundland 
found the great timber wolves a terrible pest. They 
killed their sheep and cattle, and sometimes attacked 
women and children. They were continually chased and 
killed, but still they increased. A handsome bounty on 
wolf skins, however, eventually brought about their ex- 
tirpation. 

Animals that hunt or move together in packs always 
retain this characteristic. The reindeer in Lapland have 
been trained and domesticated by man for countless 
generations, but they still retain this instinct of the 
pack. As soon as the team moves all the reindeer start 
off; nothing can stop them. While the savage pack- 
hunting character of the Eskimo dog remains so long 
unchanged, we have, on the other hand, in setter and re- 
triever dogs, a very striking illustration of how an ar- 
tificial character can be given to the dog and a special 
characteristic firmly implanted in a breed and retained 
for centuries. It is, however, purely artificial, and is 
easily lost. For instance, setters and pointers kept by 
ladies as pets, and not trained, lose the instinct to point. 
The untrained breed within a generation lose it alto- 
gether. Every sportsman knows that the young ones 
are very easily trained and point naturally. I have seen 
setter pups only six weeks old setting at files. 

The instinct for retrieving is perpetuated in no breed 
so strongly as the real Newfoundland dog, the fisher- 
man’s friend and constant companion, ang the most 
splendid of all retrievers. A remarkable instance of 
his gifts and courage is the story of a Newfoundland 
settler, George Harvey—how, with the aid of his dog 
and his two children, he saved 163 lives in 1832. In the 
autumn of that year the brig Despatch, on her way to 
Quebec with emigrants, in a tremendous gale of wind, 
struck a rock about three miles from Harvey's resi- 
dence at Isle aux Morts. Harvey heard the signals of 
distress, and immediately launched his boat. His onty 
help was a boy of 12, his girl 16 years old, and his dog. 
To get close to the doomed ship in such a sea was to 
court destruction. Harvey's dog understood what was 
required of him. He swam toward the ship; the seas 
overwhelmed him, and drove him back, but finally he 
came near enough. The sailors threw him a rope, 
which he caught with his teeth. At last he got back 
to Harvey's boat almost dead from exhausi.vn, but with 
the rope’s end firmly clenched in his teeth. Communi- 
cation between the boat and tho ship was then estab- 
lished, and with care and the most laborious efforts 
every soul was saved.

BRIGHTENING THE 
By Ernest Braunton. 


OMPLAINT has often been made to the writer that 
our California gardens are too somber and do not 
favorably compare in brightness with those in the 


_ eastern half of our country. On account of the gener- 


osity of our climate we may grow such a variety of 
plants that we forget those bright touches of the garden 
produced only by the use of the best flawering an- 
nuals. Many gardens both public and private are given 


over to palms, dracenas, conifers or large-leaved shrubs 


with merely incidental and insignificant flowers. 
Among the annuals for making bright the permanent- 
ly-planted garden none are more useful and showy than 
the annual poppies. Even the perennial sorts may be 
used in like manner, Their season is somewhat short 
but it is a blaze of glory while it lasts. It is easy to 


get a dozen or more varieties and thereby have a range | 


retentive in nature in a pot. Plant a few seeds of beans 
or corn in it to a depth of three-fourths of an inch 
and make the soil thoroughly wet, keeping it constantly 
moist by the addition of water. Under these conditions 
it will be found that the seeds germinate slowly, if at 
all, and if the soil is placed in a cool rather than a 
warm room it will be likely that germination will not 
occur. Too much water, therefore, is as bad as too 
little. In comparison with this experiment use sim- 
ilar soil, plant the seed as before indicated, but do not 
apply water in excess, and note the effect.

A correspondent writes to know 
method of caring for birds when on :ress parade in 
the show-room.

The Kings Outdoor Life. 


EDWARD LOVES THE OPEN AIR AND 


O European sovereign is so much a man of the open 
air as the King, and since he came to the 
he has seemed to live even more and more out 
doors. His Majesty’s health is excellent evidence 
the good results which follow abundant exercise ind 
much fresh air. He is 68 years old today, but with 
increasing years he retains his surprising vigor of 
mind and body. He is singularly energetic, though not 
active in the sense of one who walks rapidly and far. 
When there is nothing better available for an out-of- 
door occupation he does not despise the gentle game 
of croquet, though he has never fallen a victim to golf. 

He is not afraid of rain, and my observation leads 
to the belief that he actually revels in the brisk fresh- 
ness of a heavy shower. He hardly ever uses an _um- 
brella, or, at least, I cannot remember having seen him 
do so. For life out of doors he prefers clothes which 
will resist the rain, but he does not seem to like a 
mackintosh. Clad in a long cloth cape, which com- 
pletely covers his other clothes, he scorns to take shel- 
ter from even a tropical downpour. He likes the sea 
not only in its fairer moods, as when he is yachting 
in pleasant weather on the Solent, but also when he 
can watch it in storm. Often I have seen him out on 
a small terrace overlooking the Bay of Biscay when the 
waves were rolling savagely in toward the shore. The 
rocks threw up the spray in fine clouds as the King 
stood watching the sunset beyond the Cote des Basques, 
and enjoying the salt wind that came in from the 
stormy Atlantic. On his tour abroad this year the 
King was perpetually out of doors, in the royal yacht, 
or ashore in motor cars or carriages. He picnicked 
wherever he could, even at Girgenti and Pompeii. 
Malta was entirely traversed in the Duke of Con- 
naught’s motor car. 


“Squire of Sandringham.” 


His Majesty is, indeed, at his best when he 
home in Norfolk. Then he becomes as one of the Nor- 
folk farmers, and the people of King’s Lynn delight 
to name him “The Squire of Sandringham.” Those 
us who most highly appreciate Hise Majesty for his 
great gifts of statesmanship, for his illustrious position 
among European rulers, for his power, as M. Delcassé 
put it, of doing the right thing in the right way at the 
right time in the right place, have only a slight idea 
of the deep affection which is entertained for the King 
as squire. He is the best of landlords, of course, but 
he is also a strict one. No public-house is allowed on 
His Majesty’s property. Instead, he has provided 
clubhouses in every village on the estate. 

The King is not In the least serfish in the enjoyment 
of his Norfolk estate. Even on days when big shoots

Not only is Sandringham one of the most perfectly 
managed properties in England, but it is one of the 
most open. Wide highways intersect it. Just now on 
the broat#i main road, which sweeps round by the beau- 
tiful gates presented on their marriage to the then 
Prince and Princess of Wales by the city of Norwich— 
gates from which the King has not removed the arms 
of the many titles he bore when Prince—the graceful 
pheasants strut or leisurely lift themselves over the 
fences into the wood. Never a keeper is in sight. No- 
vember usually finds a damp wind blowing from the 
wash, an unpleasant product of the North Sea, but for 
the wayfarer the sturdy pines break its force and, even 
in winter, give a fresh, wholesome aroma to the air. 
From the end of the avenue the wash may be seen 
on a fine day glittering in the sunshine, but normally 
when frost is absent it is a dull brown stretch of shal- 
lows. The avenne is open to any one bent on an au- 
tumn walk, and all the ravages of the storm of two 
years ago have been repaired. 
Since His Majesty went to Marienbad be has lived 
in the open. He will continue to lead an open-air life 
till the turn of the year. He has been shooting grouse 
and deer in Scotland. After that, in the South, he has 
been busy among partridge and pheasant at friends’ 
houses, such as West Dean Park, Moulton Paddocks, 
and elsewhere. There are still to come the busy, 
happy days when he is always out of doors, no matter 
the weather, at Sandringham, and the more forma! but 
still largely out-of-door days at Windsor when King 
Manuel arrives. His Majesty has not attempted to be 
a crack shot like his friend and cousin the late Dom 
Carlos or his lively nephew the King of Spain. King 
Alfonso likes to take off coat and cap when he gets in 
a hot corner and make the most of it. With His Maj- 
esty, I fancy, shooting is a means to an end He likes 
the sport for its own sake, but more because it takes 
him among the healthy delights of field and wood. 
are more skilled in the management of a sport- 
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His head keeper, Mr. 
Jackson, constantly consults him, and the King takes 
no mere surface interest in the intricacies of game pres- 
ervation, with due regard to the rights of others. He 
arranges-the beats personally and with much skill, and 
he enjoins a rather strict observance of all the rules. 
At Windsor, when foreign sportsmen in the train of 
one or other monarch are out, the King overlooks many | 
quaint performances. For himself he is a good, clean 
shot. He has a sure eye, and if he does not perhaps 
welcome a spring of rocketers he does not refuse a hard 
shot when it comes his way. His favorite shooting kit 
consists of tweed, often gray in tint, a knickerbocker 
suit with a long, loose shooting cape. Thus clad he is 
regardless of rain, dripping branches, and wet under- 
growth. 

Between the beats he invariably lights a cigar, and 
when he has mounted one or other of his two old shoot- 


retainer or tenant, or other friend, he halts on his way, 
and enjoys a chat in the most unaffected way. But 
Sandringham to me has always a pleasing suggestion 
of Bracebridge Hall and that perfect English gentleman wl 
whom Washington [Irving mirrored. Whimsically 
enough, the quotation seems apt: “The ancientest 
house, and the best for housekeeping in this county or 
the next, and though the master of it write but squire 
I know no lord like him.” 

The King lives in the midst of a hunting district, but 
many years have hounds cast off at Sandring- 
They never “found” there by any chance, and the 
ng remark is still made that this was due to the 
being a game preserver. It was one of the things 
that greatly amused the King when he attended a meet 
wear by a year ago, that the hounds found no fox and 


can spend hours in fresh air and all the time in open 
country. He has robbed ceremonial of half its tiresome- 
ness by his recognition of the capabilities of a perfectly 
organized motor stable.

The Cunarder Caronia, in port reccntly from Liver- 
pool and Queenstown, was equipped just before sailing 
from Liverpool with the finest and most powerful wire- 
less apparatus ever put aboard ship. She can talk with 
land stations 1200 miles away. Two special Marconi 
operators were on the Caronia to try out the apparatus, 
and William Marconi bimself, who personally superin- 
tended the installation, was in the wireless station at 
Clifden, Ireland, receiving messag s from and sending 
them to his operators on the Caronia. She kept in 
touch with Marconi after she was about 1000 miles out. 
She also picked up and sent messages to the Lusitania 
when the latter was 800 miles away. When the North 
German Lioyd liner Kronprinzessin Cecile was nearing 
Bremen and the Caronia was at Liverpool, 700 
miles separating the two ships, the Caronia took 
the Kronprinzessin’s messages that were to be de- 
livered in England, showing that her power of receiving 
from a comparatively weak sending apparatus was un- 
usual. 

Capt. Dow of the Caronla swapped 
with Signor Marconi while the Clifden station and the 


liner were in communication. Each said the n It of 
the tests were entirely satisfactory. The ship 9 o felt 
the electrical pulse of the Marconi station in Holland. 


Capt. Dow said it was the intention of the line to 
keep the Caronia constantly in touch with one or the 
other continents and the British Isles while she was at 
sea. There will not be a minute on the trip that she

Home Markets. 


NEVER heard before so many unfavorable comments 

upon the quality of fruit offered at retail in our home 
markets as I have heard the past season. A look into 
the San Francisco local markets reveals about as poor 
a lot of fruit as could be assembled anywhere in the 
United States, and I have seen bad conditions of this 
character in Los Angeles, Oakland and Sacramento. Ask 
a fruit dealer the cause of it, and the answer will be 
that California is a wholesaler of fruits, and in order to 
compete with eastern fruits must send nothing in car 
lots but prime qualities. This in part explains the trou- 
ble, but does not account for the fact that so much un- 
merchantable fruit is grown. There are too many peo- 
ple in the business who do not raise fruit, but just let it 
grow, like Topsy. 

How many, many small investors who go into the fruit 
business are disappointed! Many of them put great care 


_iInto the production of fine fruits and berries to find no 


markets, or to come in competition with the gross stuff 
offered in the guise of fruit. The people of the State 
are laying up for solution the question of poor market 
supplies. Car-lot shippers are moving along toward the 
standardization of their fruits; the small growers are 
doing nothing of this kind) Meanwhile the land promo- 
ters of the great fruit valleys are doing all they can to 
locate more growers unskilled in California horticulture 
to further congest the local markets with poor stuff. I 
fear we are facing a crisis in many lines of fruit cul- 
‘ture and that only a general recognition of economics 
will ever bring these conditions to a better state. 


Fifty Reasons Why. 


HE FLORIDA FRUIT AND PRODUCE NEWS of late 
date prints fifty reasons why the growers should join 
the Florida Citrus Exchange. One reason would have 
answered as well as fifty—simply California. One little 
reason in the list is “because we have our entire earthly 
possessions invested in citrus fruits.” Say, we thought 
we were driving a rapid propaganda for the exchange 
idea here in the late nineties, putting millionaire fruit 
speculators out of business and preparing the way so 
that one man sitting up in the Hellman Building could 
dominate the citrus-frult business of the continent. But 
for quick and thorough action the “Crackers” have left 
our great movement at the starting wire. But they had 
the pattern, of course, and such a schooling last winter 
as fifty men never received before in the practice of self- 
protection. The Florida growers have put up their 
digits promptly, and to the consternation of the commis- 

sion men. 


ONTRARY to precedent and habit, some of the norta-

Selling by Mail. 


HE PORTERVILLE ENTERPRISE says: “The 
mall-order catalogue is a disease, and a course of 
treatment is almost always necessary before a patient 
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will recover. In our advertising columns today, one 
of our merchants tells of a stove which is for sale at 
his store for $4 less than a price which is advertised by 
a big mail-order house as a great bargain and besides 
the $4 the catalogue buyer is out the freight and the cost 
of erection. The catalogues of the average mail-order 
houses are filled from cover to cover with just such al- 
leged bargains, and in all cases if these same bargains 
are run to their la‘rs, they are found to be anything but 
the ‘bargains’ they pretend to be.” 


There is another class of mail-order catalogues that 
the Enterprise has not taken into account, namely, that 
of the responsible home firms. While in a distant north- 
ern county last summer [I asked how the farmers and 
miners made their purchases when there were no stores 
in the county carrying even a reasonable line of goods. 
“We buy by mail in our family. It costs one of us $15 
for stage fare to get to the borders of the county and 
back, and we have to pay $5 for railroad fare to Sacra- 
mento in addition to that. Every member of the fam- 
fly (nine) gets his own catalogue from an old Sacra- 
mento firm and each one does business with this store 
on his own account. All our goods are sent by express 
and are promptly delivered. Every fall the ‘overall 
auto truck’ goes through the county, and we get our 
working wear in that way for the whole winter. With- 
out the mail-order plan, we would have to all club to- 
gether and send 2 man down to make purchases for the 
whole community. The mail-order plan suits us.” This 
answer changes the features of the case, as far as our

Alfalfa. 


HE farmer who has brought himself to the point of 

introducing alfalfa upon his land should be extremely 
careful in the selection of seed. In the first place, it is 
important that he should sow seed produced in 
the same latitude as his farm and from a region of about 
the same rainfall, thus keeping in a line of acclimation, 
and with the habits and habitat, as it were, of what he 
is seeking to raise. Next, he should not sow seed raised 
under irrigation if he is in a non-irrigating region. A 
Michigan farmer, for example, should sow seed grown as 
near to his latitude as possible, say, from Wisconsin, 
Minnesota or the Dakotas, or not south of Nebraska or 
Kansas. It is questionable at present whether it is wise 
or profitable to aitempt raising alfalfa seed in the more 
humid districts of the eastern and southern parts of the 
United States. It may be economy to lease the raising 
of seed io those regions with the least summer rainfall, 
keeping always in mind the securing of seed grown un- 
der conditions nearly like those to which the seed Is to 
be introduced.—[{Coburn’s “The Book of Alfaifa.”

medium fruit. It costs 25 cents to the box to grow and 


ing two boxes for $2, the grower produces four boxes for 
$2, his profit is more than cut in two. If again, his pro- 
duction reaches cight boxes, with the same expenditure 
of energy on the part of the tree, the fruit will be of 
such inferior size that it will not bring more than two 
bits per box, and the fruit grower simply gets the money 
back that he spent in producing the inferior fruit. 


The satisfaction one takes in producing a fine article 
should be sufficient to induce him to bring up the grade 
of his fruit, but satisfaction does not go far in bringing 
to the farm things which are desired, so much as in- 
creased profits, and so long as increased profits can be 
made with the more satisfactory appearance, it seems to 
us that every farmer should seek to be in the two-box 
class of peach producers.—([(California Cultivator.

As we 
all know that health is dependent upon cleanliness, why 
should we not do all in our power to cultivate it, in- 
stead of wasting valuable time in the study of filth, pus 
and other abominations. Health is not found in disease, 
life is not found in the dead, then how can one expect to 
find health in sickness or filth and life from the study 
of the dead? According to modern theories, one might 
think it was the normal thing to die and the abnormal 
thing to live.” 

An esteemed Los Angeles medica! friend, in a letter to 
the editor of the department, says: 

“Doctors believe in the germ cause of certain diseases 
because the mass of scientific evidence and fact in favor 
of such opinion is so great that they cannot do other- 
wise.” 

Exactly. They believe this, and other misleading su- 
perstitions because they have been so taught in the col- 
leges, and it is only a few among the enterprising and 
broad-minded members of the profession who ever break 
loose from the trammels of such superstition. 

Doctors of the “regular” school do not understand 
what is the cause of disease, because they have been 
taught to treat the symptoms as the disease itself. 
Hence, they waste their time in attempting to suppress 
symptoms, when they skould encourage those efforts of 
nature to eliminate morbid matter from the system. 

In New York recently, a medical man came out with 
the statement that sewer gas is not harmful, to any con- 
siderable extent—that it contains few bacteria. This is 
going to the other extreme. Will they, perhaps, soon 
introduce a sewer-gas cure? It is true that men who 
work in the sewers are said, as a rule, to be healthy,
